An Omaha Bee special from Pino 
Ridge Agency says: The first knowl- 
edge that tho ghost-dancers had com- 
menced plotting to entrap tho soldiers 
was brought to Indian Agent Royer 
j by Wm. McGaa, formerly an Indian 
s^nt, and now a wealthy ranchman 
living in tho vicinity of Buffalo Gap. 
McGaa was traveling overland on horse- 
back and alone, lie enjoys a wide 
friendship among the Indiansgoncrally. 
and Saturday night stayed at one of tho 
lodges about midway between this point 
and Buffalo Gap. He had placed very 
littlo dependence in the reported scare, 
and thereforo felt no fear in 
lying down and going to sleep 
in a tepee full of bronied-fam-d 
Indians notwithstanding he noticed 
that they were all fully armed. A little 
curiosity, • however, prompted him to 
feign sleep and keep his ears open dur- 
ing the early part of the night. The 
result was that he secured information 
as startling as It was valuable, and that 
removes every vesvigo of doubt as to tho 
blood thirsty villainy which has taken 
possession of the ghost dancers. After 
be had been in bed some little time, a 
couple hours or more, one of tho redskins 
. bentiiver him to discover whether he 
was a.sleep.

A dispatch from Rosobud Agency, S. 
Dak., dated Novombor 19, says: When 

tho Indians on this and the Pino Ridge 
Agency wake up to-morrow morning 
they will find themselves surrounded by 
tho stronge.st body of United States 
troops which has boon mustered into 
tho Most sinco tho defeat of Gcronimok 
It can bo predicted that if some ’unfor- 
tunate act on the part of tho soldiers 
does not add to the excitement of tho 
redskins tho threatened uprising will 
not occur. It is now plain General 
Milos has not been idle during tho past 
wf-ck, for tho troop.s now arriving come 
from most of tho posts in the West. Small 
dctachmonte have been moving in this 
direction for tho lastthroo days, and tho 
whole has been so smoothly and quietly 
done that not a word of warning has 
reached the Indians. This great move- 
ment will bo known to bistory as tho 
mastcrpieco of strategic Indian warfare, 
although not a gun be fired during tho 
whole trouble. Doubtless the quick re- 
sponse of the army will entirely quiet 
tho bucks now in such a fever over tho 
strange “Ghost Dance.” It would l>o 
Impossible for the Indians to mount and 
start out upon depredation, for morning 
will find them complotely in tho posses- 
sion of soldiery — so completely, in fact, 
that not oven madness will furnisli 
them an excuse to go upon tho war-path. 
General Milos says that ho has every 
confidence in the judgment, discretion 
and energy of the department command- 
ers and tho troops under them. “In- 
dians are scattered over several hundred 
miles of territory, and they aggregate 
in round numbers 0,000 warriors. The 
troops which aro scattered over this ex- 
tensive territory number about C.OOi), 
and not moro than l,.'i 00 of this numh<!r 
are effective mounted troops,” concluded 
tho General. 



To Save a Yonne Si, tor's Sralp— A Youth- 
ful llortilne*. Sacrillrc. 

One of the most remarkablo surgical 
operations in history, and at the same 
time a great act of iicroic self-sacrifice, 
was seen Thursday afternoon at Grace 
Hospital, Detroit. Last Saturd:iy .Ma- 
tilda Oresch, a len-year-oid girl, had her 
entire scalp and left ear wrenched off by 
her hair getting caught In a shaft. 

I Attempts to place the scalp back 
I and make it grow were futilo 
and they tried a new method. Tho 
[ wound was so largo that it would re- 
quire a tremendous graft to save tho 
ciiild. TliO little one’s sister Emma, 
twelve yc.ars old, who knew what was 
wanted, offered to spare her skin for tho 
purpose. The doctors decided thattocut 
tho flesh off and put it on would not do. 
tiio only way being to make the flesh 
live on the ono from whom it was taken. 
They put both girls under tho influence 
of chloroforin, and then cut a piece of 
flesh eight inches long ar.d five inches 
wrido from Emma’s side and breast. That 
Is, they cut all but ono side of it. Tho 
loose end was then stitched to the flesh 
on Matilda’s head, and tho two littlo 
ones liound togothcr so that they could 
not pull apart. Heroic little Emma will 
1)0 tied to her sister by those bandages 
four days, in which time tho doctor.s ex- 
pect the flesh to knit to Matilda’s 
bead. Lato Thursday night l)oth littlo 
ones were conscious and Emma was 
ovidontly suffering much pain, butsho 
said, heroic.ally, that she did not caro 
if it only saved her sister. It is tho 
first case on record where a graft of this 
size h.os been made, and tho whole med- 
ical fraternity is watching the case with 
great interest.

The King of Holland died at 6 o’clock 
Sunday morning. His illness took a 
sudden turn for the worse Saturday 
evening, symptoms of uncmia appear- 
ing. Queen Emma was at once sum- 
moned. and remained with her husband 
until his death. The King’s last hours 
wore peaceful, life ebbing quietly away. 
Immediately upon the announcement 
of the sad event tho palaces and other 
public buildings were closed, also 
notices were posted of the cancellation 
of all amusements.

Herr 
Steiner, the celebrated tenor of Fried- 
rich Wilhelm's Theater, who is suffering 
from lupus of the face, was introduced 
at a meeting of the Medical So- 
ciety, twelve hours after receiving an 
Injection of the Koch fluid. As a re- 
ward for his services in tho interests of 
medical science tho Emperor will prob- 
ably confer the title of nobility upon 
I’rof. Koch. Tho I’rofessor states that 
tho Government must prepare tho 
lymph used in the cure of tuberculosis.

The Procee* of the I.ymph's Preparation 
tUplaineit. 

The Frank Courier, of Berlin, states 
that the lymph used by Prof. Koch for 
the cure of tulierculosis is prepared in an 
incubating stove, within a space that is 
hermetically sealed and sterilized and 
thereby rendered free from fungus. Tho 
interior of the air-tight space is divided 
by an unglazod porcelain diaphragm in- 
to an Upper and lower section. In tho 
upper section is placed a salted meat 
broth in a gelatinous state containing 
colonics of the tubercule germ. This 
mass gradually liquifies and the gela- 
tine liquid drops slowly through the 
porcelain plate into tho lower section. 
Tho liquid then contains all the secre- 
tory products, but is free from all living 
or dead germs er reproductive sooro^ 
and is the lymph as used.

During tho growing season there 
was but little apparent difTercnco be- 
ta-ecn this listed wheat and that which 
was drilled, with tbe exception of a 
slightly darker green color of the for- 
mer, and that it attained the same de- 
gree of maturity about three days later 
than the drilled wheat. Tho previous 
year it was noticed that a similarly 
listed plat grew much more vigorously 
than drilled wheat, and that it bad a 
decided tendency to lodge. 

This year it showed no tendency to 
lodge, nor was the straw tailor to any 
noticeablo degree. It was cut Juno 25 
with tbe following result:

It is no now thing that bots should 
eat through the walls of the stomach, 
but as, unless death actually occurs, 
tbe horses seem to suffer very little in 
health they aro not looked upon in a 
very serious light. Frequently losses 
do oiNtur, however, but as examinations 
are not always made they are not al- 
ways detected, and they are not looked 
upon in the serious light they perhaps 
should be, and small means are taken 
to prevent their spreading. When ths 
animals aro infested with them It is 
very bard to make them move, as it is 
difficult to get at them, os their heads 
ore enveloped in the lining of tho atom* 
acb, and the bodies are so hard that 
medicine has little effect on them, and 
though physic is occasionally given It 
is doubtful whether much good is done. 
Freeh green food, such os rye and taros, 
Is popularly supposed to hasten their 
expnlsion, but it is difficult to prove' 
that it actually does it. 

AA’hlle tho idea prevails, tho writer 
says, that they are harmless very 
little endeavor will be mode to check 
them, but means might certainly bo 
taken to do so with advantage.

The little yellow eggs are very easy 
to detect and if a thin solution of 
paraffin or other obnoxious dressing 
were applied to the coat of the horse in 
the autumn in all probability tbe fly 
would bo kept away, or the horses 
would not lick themselves, on the parte 
mentioned.

A Scotchman Who Think* Ilo II** Sac- 
CMafnlly Aeoompl.ahed It. 

It is a Scotchman this time that is 
trying to milk cows by machinery. 
From the Kilmarnock Standard comes 
an account of a patent milking device 
by one Mnrcbland. The apparatus, 
briefly described, is as follows: An air- 
pump at one end of the cow stablo is | 
connected with an iron pipe which runs 
along over the shoulders of the cows 
high enough to bo out of reach. Over 
each cow is a branch of rubber tube 
which connects with a closed milk pail. 
lA hen in use tho milE pall Is swung 
underneath the animal and strapped to 
It by a broad band over the loins. Tho 
top of tho milk pail terminates In a 
I neck, from which radiate four rubber 
tubes ending in little cups which fit on 
the teats of tho animal to bo milked. 
Each teat-cnp is provided with a stop- 
cock. When tho pail has been properly i 
placed and tho teat-cups attached, the ! 
stop-cocks are 'opened and the air ' 
exhausted by moving tho lever of tne ; 
air-pump. At onco, four little jots of 
milk, pulsating with each beat of tho 
animal’s heart, begin to flow, and in j 
eight or ton minutes the udder Is empty. | 
One attendant is supposed to manage j 
several machines. ! 

Tho inventor claims that by this 
method the natural milking of the cow 
by tho calf is imitated. So much for a 
description of the machine. The lead- 
ing question is: Will it work satisfao- 
torlly? Wo have been told that tho 
suction of tho air-pump will draw blood 
from the udder if tho vacuum pressure ‘ 
continues after the quarter has been ! 
emptied. To avoid this the stop-cocks 
are turned before tho milk is quite all | 
drawn, ft Is useles.-t to have one at- ! 
tendant for each machine, for then ho i 
might as well do tho milking himself. | 
Since tho milk flow is not usually equal j 
from the different quarters of the udder ! 
we cannot see how an attendant can al- | 
ways be on hand to turn tho stop-cock * 
just at tho right time. A single mis- ! 
take now and then would bring more ' 
trouble than the whole system Is worth. 
There have been many milking ma- 
chines put on the market, aiid all have 
failed. Ingenious as is this Scotch de- 
vice we fear it must go the way of all 
the others and band-milking continue. 
Unfortunate it is, yet some processes in ' 
our agriculture seem incapable of being 
materially shortened by machinery. — ‘ 
Breeder’s Gazette. I

CORNSTALK DISEASE. ! 

It ProiuUw to Sertoasly Affart tlie Cora 

Crop to tM-TcrsI of tbr Western Ststeo. 

I was called recently to Vayette 
County, Ohio, to investigate a serious : 
Injury to com, present in many fields, ' 
and suspected to be duo to insect at- 
tackA I expected to find either the 
com-root louse or corn-root borer pros- 
«-nt. but the ezaminstion of a largo 
number of stalks showed that, while 
the first mentioned insect was at work 
upon occasional plants, it was not near- ' 
ly abundant enough to cause the mis- i 
chief. No root borers of any kind were i 
lound, nor were other corn iusv-cts pres- ; 
eiit in any considerable numbers. 1 j 
soon became satisfied that the injury | 
was not of Insect origin, and on Gplit- ' 
ting o{ien the stalks found at the liaso | 
unmistakable evidence that the dam- 
age was due to a bacterial disease 
which has lately attracted considerable 
sttentloii in Illinois, Nebraska and 
other Western StateA It was first 
found by ITofoseors Forbes and Iturrill 
In lllino'A and was described by tho ' 
latter in a recent bulletin of tho experi- 
ment station of that State. ITof. Hnr- ^ 
rill says that his atUmtion was first 
called to it by IToL S. A. Forbes, in 
and in succeeding yeara It has 
•Iso been discussed by Dr. F. S. lUl- 
ZingA, In Nebraska bullotinA 

The disease is shown by the sickly 
condition of the plants which are ■ 
checked in growth soon after coming ' 
■upu the lower leave's turning yellow and 
dying. According to l*rof. iJutTill, “the 
first indication of this disease in a field 
of com as ncticed in ordinary observa- 
tion is the dwarf condition of the ! 
young plantA This commonly occurs 
in spots of various sizcA from a few 
rods to an acre or more, and often, 
though by no means alwaya on soil of 
a character different from that of tho 
rest of the field. It seems bard to do- | 
eignatc what special condition or qual- i 
ity of soil is most usually associated | 
with the disease; but, upon tho whole, , 
•it is found in rich Rpols rather than ' 
those of pioorer quality. In many cases j 
It is upon the lowest ground whether i 
or not water has temporarily stood in 
the bolJowA Young diseased plants, 
besides being smaller than tho healthy ' 
xineA arc uniformly yellowish in color, 
tho lowest loaves showing worst. Whe-n

with hot water. Less than a minute is 
required for this preparatory treatmcnL 
after which plunge the basket of seed 
into the second vossoL If the ther- 
mometer indicates that the water is 
growing cooler, pour in hot water until 
it is at 182 degrees again. If it should 
rise higher than 132 degreoA add small 
quantities of cold water. This is the 
most effectual method of keeping the 
, proper temperature, and requires only 
the addition of two small vessels — one 
for cold and the other for boiling water. 
The basket of seed should, soon after 
its immersion, he lifted, and then 
plunged and agitated in the manner dc- 
' scribed above, and the operation re- 
peated from eight to ten times during 
the immersion, which should be con- 
i tinued fifteen icinuteA In this way 
every part of tho seed will be subjected 
' to the action of the scalding water. 
Immediately after its removal dash 
cold water over it or plunge into cold 
water, and then spread it out to dry. 
Treat another lot in the same way until 
' all the seed has been disposed of. In 
this way the following precaution 
should bo observed: Keep the water at 

182 degrees F. Don’t let it rise higher 
than i:2i degrees nor below 130 dogrecA 
This is not diflicult if a thermometer 
and hot and cold water arc kept bandy. 
See that the amount of scalding water 
is much greater, at least six or eight 
times, than of the seed put in it and 
never fill the basket so full of seed as 
to prevent the free movement of the 
grain in the water. This method was 
originated by J. L. Jensen, of Den- 
mark. 

CANADA THISTLES. 

Prospacta of Their Dratmetlon by a Nat- 
oral Eaemx. the Rnst. 

The Canada thistle is synonymous 
with all that is oviL It steals its way 
Into tho richest eoU by having the wind 
carry tho minute seeds, or gains a still 
. better entrance unobeerved in the grass 
seed for the coming meadow. When 
once established it is with great dlfil- 
culty that its deep, wide-reaching roots 
esn be extracted or otherwise killed. 
The splnoeo forage of the post is not 
relished by live stock and is a severe 
test upon the patience and morals of tho 
person who must needs work among its 
dry, piercing prickers in the harvest 
field. 

It is therefore with much delight that 
an enemy is announced upon thedreaded 
thistle that may work the downfall of 
the vegetable arch-fiend in the grass 
and grain field. IVbile rusts, smuts, 
blights, mildews and molds have come 
to bring ruin to the grain crops, spoil 
the potato field and destroy tho fruits of 
the vineyard and orchard, tho triumph- 
ant thistle has reared its unmolested 
bead and spread its prickly foliage to 
add insult to injury over wide areas of 
. our best farm-land. However, it has 
, not proved itself proof against tho 
I whole host of fungi that prey upon 
: higher forms of vegetation. Last year 
I we were pleased to observe that a rust 
bad fallen npon the thistle and did se- 
vere damage to a few plants In tho vi- 
■ cinity of New Brunswick, N. J. Other 
observers have occasionally met with 
tho rust upon tho Canada thistle in for- 
mer yoarA and in tho old country It has 
been known for a long time. 

One of the most interesting points in 
connection with this enemy to tho 
thistle and friend of man is tho fact 
that it spreads with considerable ra- 
pidity. I.ast year in some patches of 
thistlos not more than one out of fifty 
plants was affected, but this season 
fully half of the shoots in the same 
patches arc badly diseased. Tho rust 
lives over the winter in tho plant and 
shows its presenoo in the thistle shoot 
as soon as the latter has come above the 
ground. At the time of writing tho 
; rust can bo detected several rods from 
the infested patch. As the shoots arise 
the dlsoAsed ones are more rapid in 
' their growth; that is, tho stems grow 
faster but fail to put forth as large 
• leaves as those stems not affected by 
tho funguA Tho longer, straighter 
' stems with smaller loaves with all parts 
I of a pale color make it easy to distin- 
guish the sick from tho healthy plantA 
As tho season advances tho leaves be- 
: come of a rusty brown color upon tho 
under side, and rapidly shrivel and die 
I while tho almost leaflesA withered 
stems remain licbind with reclining 
headA the picture of distress — to those 
who have sympathy with the vile 
thistle. The brown or rusty coating to 
{ the under side of the leaves is due to a 
I vast multitude of sporeA Those spores 
I while very small are designed for the 
I spread of tho disease, and when they 
I fall upon healthy plants Induce disease, 

'■ and in time the unfortunate plant be- 
comes rusted. That the rust spreads 
! with rase there is no doubt; that it 
hibernates in the underground parts of 
, the host in winter seems beyond ques- 
tion. 

It as seems evident, we have a 
; stanch friend in this rust of the thistle, 

I it becomes ns to study its habits and 
favor it in our thistle ficldA provided it 
will not grow upon our crops and spoil 
' them alsa There does not seem to he 
: any reason to fear that it will harm 
I other plants than the tbistleA and 
\ means for its propagation upon the 
I thistle are in order. It seems to us 



Either one or tho other of the fol- 
lowing preparations must bo used in 
dressing imported or infected sheep: 

TOBACCO AND BTTI.rimi. 

Quantities. — One pound of sound loaf 
or manufactured tobaooo and one pound 
of flowers of sulphur to five gallons of 
water. 

Mode of Preparation. — Infnse the to- 
bacco tho night previons to dipping by 
boiling tho water and adding the to- 
bacco in a proportion not oxceoding one 
gallon of water to one pound of tohaoca 
Allow the infusion to stand all night in 
the boiler well covered over. Mix tho 
bath with hot water to tho desired heat 
and strength in the morning. Thor- 
oughly mix tho sulphur with the hand 
in a bucket or other vessel with water 
to tho consistency of gruel before put- 
ting it in the bath, and keep it well 
stirred before immersing tho sheep, so 
as to keep all tho particles of sulphur 
afloah 

LIME AST) SL'LPHUn (hTDRO SUI.rirCRET 
OF LIME.) 

Take in the proportion of ten pounds 
of sulphur to five pounds of quicklime 
(a largo proportion partially slacked); 
boil in ten gallons of water, keep mixed 
by constantly stirring for about ten mln- 
ntCAor until a clear dark -brown orange- 
colored solution BupervonoA Then 
make up tho dip or liath to the required 
quantity by mixing one gallon of this 
solution with three gallons of hot water. 
If rock or unslacked lime can not bo 
procured uso double tho quantity, that 
1 a equal proportions of lime and sul- 
phur. 

Dir.ECTioss Fon tjsrso tiie datil 

Temperature. — Never allow tho tem- 
perature to fall bolow 110 degrees nor 
to exceed 120 degrees Fahrenheit. 

Duration of Hath. — Never less than 
fifty seconds for tho second and not 
less than eighty seconds for tho first 
and third drossingA Tho whole body, 
with tho exception of tho head, to be 
kept completely immersed during that 
time. The head to ho immersed on tho 
sheep being placed in and taken out of 
the bath. Never allow the sheep to bo 
exposed to rain lor at least one day 
after dressing. 

A Portable nenaery.

This hot water treatment consists in 
immersing the tho seed infecUid with 
smut for a few minutes in scalding 
water. Tho water must be hot enough 
to kill the smut sporoA hut the immer- 
sion must not be long enough to injure 
the germ within the seed-coatA If tho 
water is at a temperature of 183 degrees 
F., the spores will be killed, and yet 
tho immersion. If not continued beyond 
fifteen minutCA will not injure tho 
seed. The smut spores may possibly 
be killed by ten minutes’ immersion, 
hut fifteen is recommended. Tho tem- 
perature of tho water must vary but 
little from 132 degreeA in no case rising

Is an excellent crop, and will 
doubtless somewhat exceed last 
year's production of seven million 
baloA But the demand is so active 
that tho better prices paid for last 
year’s crop should be sustained under 
a judicious system of marketing cotton. 
The larger fruitA except grapeA are 
exceedingly scarce, apples being nearer 
B total failure than ever before known. 
There is about half a crop of apples In 
the Annapolis valley, N. S., less than 
that in tho Ontario apple licit, hardly 
ten per cent, of a yield in the commer- 
cial orchards along Lakes Champlain, 
OntariA Eric and IIuroA a fair crop on 
tho Pacific slope, but a phenomenal 
yield in a comparatively small area 
about Kansas City. Tho almost utter 
failure of apples in New York State and 
Michigan, and the poor crop abroad, 
means four or five dollars per barrel for 
choice winter frultin tho leading East- 
ern markets and but a small surplus for 
export at any price. Peaches are a 
failurA while pears and plumbs are 
very uneven, and not half a crop taking 
the country over, except on the Pacific 
slope and in small and scattered locall- 
tieA Beef, cattle and bogs are less in 
number than for two years, and with the 
short grain crops bees and pork must 
command fair prlce.A — Farm and lIomA 

SALTED VS. UNSALTED BUTTER. 

A Dftlrjnsan** aa to the True Tent 

of a Cow's Kicelience. 

In recent issues of your valuable pa-‘ 
per I find several largo butter tostd of 
Holstcin-Friesian cows reported — one 
going over thirty-four pounds for the 
week. Unfortunately, the value of 
thes*' tests for accurate comparison with 
yields of cattle of other breeds is almost 
destroyed by their being given in un- 
talttd bvtter. 

A long experience In dairying and 
comparison of several hundred reports 
of butter tests have taught me that tho 
only safe and reliable basis of compari- 
son is that of butter salted one ounce to 
the pound and worked out ready for 
market. In very rare instances unsalted 
butter gains in weight by tho addition 
of salt and the extra working. Nine- 
teen times out of twenty it loses — and 
the lot* may vary from a* tittU at tiro or 
j threr per rent, to more than thirty per cent, 
of the grott Wright. I recall one instance 
— the official test of a Jersey cow — 
where a yield of thirty-four poundA un- 
salted, with thirty-four ounces of salt 
added, made finally but twenty-two 
pounds twelve ounces of marketable 
butter, which tho gentleman who 
owned the cow informed me was of in- 
ferior quality. In an experiment of my 
own with two samples of butter churned 
on successive days from tho milk of tho 
I same cows, one lost about 4 per cent, by 
I salting, the other about 15 per cent. 

I The latter was the worse of the twa 
I What tho public want to know con- 
cerning any breed of dairy cattle, or tho 
cows that are put forward to represent 
I It, is the exact amount of merchantable 
butter that they will produce. Evident- 
ly, if their yield is stated only in un- 
salted butter this can not bo ascertained. 
By the rules of the American Jersey 
Cattle Club tho yield must be stated 
first in butter as it comes from the 
' churn, tho amount of salt to be added is 
I fixed at one ounce to the pound, and tho 
I butter is then to be thoroughly re- 
{ 'K’orked and the result stated in butter 
ready for markeL If our Ilolstoin- 
Friesian friends will adopt the same 
rule we can compare yields more satis- 
factorily.— Campbell BrowA in Breed- 
ers’ Gazette. 

RYE AS HOG FOOD. 

He Thinln "HofXln*" I» the Beet .Meth- 
od ol Keedlnx- 

John M. Jamison, Roxahcll, O., writes 
to the Orange Judd Farmer: For more 
than a quarter of a century wo have 
used, or been familiar with the use of, 
rye for hog feed. It was formerly tho 
custom with members of our family, 
whore they had a field to seed to grasA 
to sow about five pocks of rye to tho 
acre — sometimes at tho last com plow- 
ing, at others after tho corn was cut, 
having successfully sown it as late as 
the 10th of November. The timothy 
seed was sown in tho fall, and clover in 
the spring. Tho crop was usually hog- 
ged down. This was an easy way to 
keep up the fertility of the land, tho 
early sown furnishing a largo amount 
of succulent falL winter and spring 
pasture for the hogs. There la no hot- 
ter winter pasture for them; it has no 
tendency to scour tho animals like fresh 
and succulent grasses 

To got the best good of rye by hog- 
ging it should bo straw brokeA so tho 
grain may soften by lying on tho 
ground. Whole dry rye Is very poor 
hog feed, as the animals will not masti- 
cate it sufficiently to make it digest 
properly. A field without any grass in 
I it is however of little value; to aid in 
digesting the grain there should bo 
abundance of grass — clover is tho most 
desirable. 

No danger*nced be apprehended from 
the beardA as they are softened by ly- 
ing on the ground. We do not attach 
much value to whole rye soaked, as 
it will be voided without the grain be- 
ing broken. Hogging rye is a splendid 
way to prepare stock for a finish for 
market on new corn, putting the hogs 
on the rye as soon as rlpo and letting 
them remain there until the new corn is 
ready, when a few weeks’ feeding will 
pnt them in the best market condition. 

Ground ryA made Into slop, makes 
splendid fe^ for growing and fattening 
bogs; but when used alone for slop it 
should not bo-ground fine, as it is sticky 
and unpleasant to handle; but if the 
grains are well broken or crushed, this 
difficulty is obviated, for when mixed 
with bran it is easily handled. We 
have often used ground rye alonA for 
slop, but our hogs hare always had the 
run of tho pasture. This is necessary, 
for tho r/6 is too rich in carbohydrates 
to make a complete ration; for bogs 
confined to close quartcrA bran should 
be mixed with the rye. Hogging rye 
appears to bo falling into disuse, I think 
to the loss of many fanners, for their 
lands can be speedily built up by grow- 
ing rye and clover, anri hogging both.

ProL L. n. Bailey, in Bulletin XIX 
of tbe New York (Cornell) Experiment 
Station, on tbe condition of fruit grow- 
ing in Western New York, gives tbe 
following of general interest on peaches, 
which be says bare suffered from three 
euemiea. Tbe chief cause of tbe loss of 
fruit this year in Western Now York is, 
be says, undoubtedly the curl-leaf, a 
fungous disease {Tapftrina dfformant; 
also written Eioa$cut dfformant and 
Ateornyee* deformant). Fig. 1 shows a 
diseased leak Tbe leaves become 
curled, crumpled and distorted early in 
the season and soon fall. Nearly all 
the loaves fell from peach trees last 
spring over a large extent of country. 
Tbis loss of foliage caused the death of 
tbe young fruits. Tbo disease soon 
runs its course and new leaves appear. 
In vigorous orchards it seldom injures 
the trees to any extent Its most seri- 
ous feature is its indirect effect upon 
the young fruit in cases of bad attacka.

ROAD-MAKING 



CHEAP HURDLES. 

Tft*v Are Easily Made aad SoitaM* tor 
Either Sheep or Paaltry. 

The illustrations represent a very 
cheap and convenient form of portable 
burdlo for sheep and also ono for poul- 
try.

The following extracts from The En- 
gineering and Building Record's prize 
essay on road-making (by S. C Thomp- 
son, New York), contain many valu- 
able facts: 

A man can walk up a elope of 100 in 
1!M, and a horse or mule can ascend an 
incline of 100 in ITS, and it bas been 
found by experiment that a horse pull- 
ing his maximum load on a level can 
pull but four-fifths as much if tbe slope 
is made 1 in 50, and this gradually 
lessens until with a slope of 1 In 10 he 
can draw bnt one-fourth as much as bis 
level load. Tbe maximum grade es- 
tablished by tbe French Government 
board of engineers is 1 in SO. Tbe Holy- 
bead road in Wales uses 1 in SO as a 
maximum, except in two cases. The 
road over tbe Simplon Pass averages 
1:33 on Italian side, and 1 to 17 on Swiss 
side, with one case of 1 to 13, and in tbis 
State several turnpike roads are limited 
by law to 1 in IL In laying out a road, 
with regard to grades, have a continu- 
ous inclination in one direction and do 
not allow any counter grades, fur, in as- 
cending. each foot descended on a coun- 
ter' grade means just so much more rise 
to be overcome. 

Where tbe roadway is too wide it usual- 
ly results in no part being kept in good 
repair, while if it was narrowed the 
whole could be kept in first-cla.«i3 condi- 
tion at loss expense, and a well-kept 
road of even twenty feet width is far 
preferable to a road but half maintained 
of double tbe width. In laying cut it 
may be advisable to take a strip con- 
siderably wider than the intended road- 
bed. so as to provide for possible con- 
tingencies in the future when tbe land 
becomes more valuable. Lay out suffi- 
ciently wide, but build only so much as 
can bo kept in thorough repair. Tbe 
essential requirements of a good road- 
bed are that it shall be practically un- 
yielding — smooth on the surface, and 
impervious to water — and without these 
requirements there can be but little 
durability. 

Fur surface draining, ditches should 
be provided along each side of the road 
having sufficient fall to promptly carry 
away any water that reaches them. 
Where it becomes necessary tocarry the 
water across the roadway, culverts 
should bo provided. All drains should 
have a continuous fall throughout tbeir 
entire length, and tbe size will depend 
upon the inclination and the amount of 
water they arc expected to carry. In 
portions of the country where gravel is 
easily obtained a very satisfactory road 
can be made by making the surface for 
a greater or less depth of graveL 

1‘reparc the foundation so as to allow 
for prompt drainage, and shape as the 
finished road is intended to be; make 
tbe side of tbe road planes, and not 
curves, and then roll thoroughly to get 
a solid foundation. Fat on a layer of 
gravel from six inches to eight inches 
in thickness, sprinkle thoroughly and 
roll until very compact and firm. Next 
spread another layer from four to six 
inches of gravel, and sprinkle and roll 
nntil tbe desired hardness and smooth- 
ness are obtained. If the gravel has no 
binding material in it, a sufficient 
amount may be incorporated in tbe last 
layer to cause it to take a good bond. 

Where it is possible to get blue gravel 
or hard pan and clean bank gravel, the 
two can be so mixed as to give a surface 
almost like concrete in hardness. When 
tbe two are used together a two-horse 
grooved roller for tbe first layer will be 
found very effective, and the material 
should be quite wet while rolling. The 
surface c n then be finished with a 
steam roller, or with a smooth roller 
sufficiently loaded to give tbo requisite 
weight. In completing the surface of a 
gravel or other road, where rolling is 
required, the weight of the roller should 
bo as mu b per inch as the weight per 
inch on the tiro of the heaviest vehicle 
likely to pass over It For. ordinary 
traffic a very durable and economical 
surface can be thus produced. 

To Mvssare tH* Tolome of Water. 

The strict meaning of an inch of 
water is a statutory inch, that is a vol- 
ume of wutcr which will flow in ono 
second through an inch square orifice 
under a fivo-inch pressure.

Frot Scribner suggests, as an experi- 
ment, a spray of sulphate of iron In 
spring before the buds swelL What- 
ever fruits ran tho gauntlet of the cnrl- 
leaf were attacked by curculio, the in- 
sect which produces tho worm In tie 
fruit This pest is becoming very 
abundant and growers must persistent- 
ly fight it or give up the growing of 
peaches. It is readily held in check by 
tho familiar process of jarring onto 
sheets. Farls green, at the rate of cne 
pound to three hundred and fifty gal- 
lons, applied several tlmc.s, beginning 
just after tho blossoms fall, will un- 
doubtedly be found useful. Tho third 
enemy to peach growing in the State of 
New York, and by far the worst one. is 
tbo yellows. The cause of this disease 
is not definitely known, but it atta.:ks 
trees of all varieties and ages and unler 
all conditions, and it spreads from or- 
chard to orchajd.

A very successful feeder in Canada 
uses the following motbod in raising 
calves on skim-milk. 

“Tho calves are fed by band all tbe 
new milk they will take three times a 
day until about a week old. Then skim- 
milk Is added, only a little at first, but 
tho quantity of skim-milk is so in- 
crease and that of tbe new milk so re- 
duced that in two weeks from the 
commencement of this change skim- 
mllk only will be fed. The skim-milk 
is fed only when it is sweot, as when 
soar it pr^uces scours and Injures di- 
gestion in other waya The skim-milk 
Is fed at tbe temperatnre of milk Just 
taken from tbe cow. In beating it a 
portion of tho milk is put on the stove 
In a pan or paiL and heated gradually 
till quite warm. It is then poured into 
the portions respectively set apart for 
each calf. The calves get tbe milk 
three times a day for, aay a month, 
from the beginning of the change to 
skim-milk, but a less quantity is given 
at noon, and if fed regularly they may 
get all tho akim-milk they will take 
without Injury to them. 

When tbe change is being made from 
new milk to skim-milk flax seed is 
added to tho milk. It is prepared as 
follows: For two calves take half a tca- 
oupfbl of flax at nigbL pour on two 
quarts of boiling water, allowing it to 
steep till morning. 1 1 is then warmed 
and added to tbe milk; tbe quantity of 
tbe flax may be gradually bnt slowly in- 
creased until three-fourths of a teacup- 
ful of flax seed, steeped in a proportion- 
ate increase of hot water, is given to 
each anlmaL The flax for tbo night 
meal is put to steep in tbe same way in 
the morning. Milk is fed until tbe 
calves are seven or eight months old. 
They should have access to all the clean 
water they will drink at all times. 

They get all the meal they will eat up 
clean twice a day. The mixture con- 
sists of one-fourth ground peas, one- 
fourth ground oats, and one-half wheat 
bran; this is mixed with good hay mn 
through a cutting-box. The proportion 
of tbe hay to the meal Is Increased as 
the calves get older.lWhero meal of this 
kind Is not to be bad, boys, give your 
calves oats, which you may feed whole, 
and yon need not mix them with cat 
hay. When autumn comes, oat sheaves 
are sometimes cat in the chaffer and 
tbe meal mixture added, hut not so 
much of it in quantity as when the ent 
oat sheaves arc not foil They get what 
long hay they eat np clean in winter, and 
green foodof almost any kind in summer. 
They are kept in loose box stalls in tbe 
stable all through the first summer, 
which are kept dark in the season of 
flieA They may gut a good supply of 
sliced roots in the season for these. — 
Western KuraL

lows may be termed a constitutional 
disease. It progresses somewhat slow- 
ly in tbe infected tree, and for that rea- 
son it is usually neglected. 

it does noL of course, cause the fall- 
ing or the blasting of tho Cowers or tbe 
fruiL but as it is becoming a serious 
menace to pieach culture in Western 
New York, it may be considered here. 
A complete diagnosis is not necessary. 
The disease is readily distinguUh<)d by 
premature fruiL which bears definite 
reddish sp>ots that extend into tbe flesh 
and usually reach tbe piL If the tree 
is not in bearing tho first symptom will 
be the appearing of thin, yellowlsa and 
small-leaved short shoots on the body 
and larger brancbcA At first these 
shoots may appiear singly; one is shown 
natural size in Fig. 3. Soon, however, 
these “willow shoots," ns they are 
called in Western New York, appiear 
in bunches, and each one has a ten- 
dency to branch the first year. Fig. 3 
shows one of these clumpis which 
pushed out on s limb sn inch in dism- 
etcr. Upion trees in regular bearing 
these shoots are tbo second symptoms 
of yellows. A yellows tree sotn be- 
comes weak and yellowish thronghouL 
the leaves are small, and in about three 
years it dies. Yellows most not be 
confounded with yellowness. The 
former is a spiecific disease; the latter 
is esnsed by any thing which lowers 
tbo vitality of tbe tree.— Orangt> Judd 
Farmer. 

Saleetiaf Trees. 

There is nothing gained in selecting 
large trees for transplanting. Young, 
thrifty trees are easier to transplanL 
will make a better start to grow, and In 
the end make a better tree. Many pur- 
chasing trees for sn orchard make the 
mistake of selecting tsree-yaar-old 
trees, under tbe Impression that they 
will come into bearing that mneb sooner. 
With tho same idea in mind, tiicy fail 
to cut back the tops in propxirtion to 
tbe roots, and tbe conseqncnce is that 
tbo tree is slow in making s i.tsrt to 
grow and loses in tbis way filly as 
much, if not more time, than a younger 
tree. 

It is very impiortant in selecting trees, 
to get those that are vlgorons sod 
healthy. With the majority of varieties 
of fruits, two-year-old trees will give 
more satisfactory results than older 
ones. 

Cut back the top in propxwtioa to tbe 
roots; in many cases It will p>ay to cut 
off the whole topi, leaving the itraight 
stem; then as the branches start out 
select those that are tbe most desirable 
and rnb or cut off all others. A better 
shaped and a more vigorous tren can be 
procured in this way. Such trees cost 
less in the end, are more certain to

HORTICULTURAL NOTES. 

The Massachusetts Ploughman says: 
“Grass is about the last of all cropis 
suitable for a fruit orchard. The count- 
less millions of grass roots leave little 
moisture for tbe trees in a dry season, 
and usually they need all they can gcL 
But the idea that grass is suitable for 
an orchard is hard to kill — harder, in- 
deed, than the trees arcb" 

HoBSEBAUTsn In “tbe good old times" 
has been known to yield from three to 
six tons pier acre, and sell at from $100 
to $300 per ton, says the Michigan 
Farmer. It is not likely these profits 
could be realized nowadays. A Connec- 
ticut man grew four tons to tbe acre, 
grated iL put it on the market and sold 
it for twelve cents p>cr pioand. 

Flaxts like tho aster, verbena, phlox 
and pansy are benefited by transplant- 
ing once or twice, says Good Housekeep- 
ing. It makes good stocky planU of 
them, while pioppies, candytufL mignon- 
ette arc tap>-rootcd and the seeds should 
be planted In the beds where they are to 
grow. Tap-rooted means that they have 
one long root and but few short roots 
while an aster, or piansy. bas many short 
roots near tbo surface which bold tbe 
earth when they aro taken np After 
the ground gets warm and the cold 
Breather la really gone, the seedlings 
can be set ont in the beds. Choose a 
cloudy day, or after tho aun goes down, 
for this work. Asters and verbenas 
should be set ono foot sparL and they 
want plenty of room. After setting ouL 
water and sbado when tho sun Is ont for 
three or four days, uncovering at nigbL 
If you wish annuils to bloom well pick 
off all faded Cewers. and do not let them 
go to seed. As soon as they do this their 
mission Is done

The cactuses arc very piecnlisr plants 
— as piecullar structur^Iy as they are 
bixarre and grotesque in outer appiear- 
ance. They have spared no pains and 
shrunk from no sacrifice in accommodat- 
ing themselves to their niche in nature. 
In the first placa they have no true 
leaves. What looks like leaves in cer- 
tain jointed cactusesarc really flattened 
and extended stems. If tbis seems at 
first bearing a bard saying the analogy of 
the common stoneeropis, where stem 
and leaf are hardly distinTnlsbable, 
will help to make it a little loss incred- 
ible. In other ways, too. the stoneoropis 
(or sec nms as the gardeners call them) 
throw mneh light upon the nature of 
tbe cactuses. 

All these rock-haunted or desert 
plants naturally get very little water 
except at long intervals after occasioa- 
al sbowera. Hence only those can sur- 
vive which form tbemselvoa, a* it were, 
into living reservoirs to retain all tbe 
moisture they once absorb. As soon a* 
tbe rain falls in the arid hannts the 
roots and rootlets eagerly drink it up in 
a greikt burry and store It away in tbe 
soft and spiongy cellular tissue of which 
the main piart of tbo plant is wholly 
formed. For this purpose, both in 
stonecropis and cactuses, tho stems have 
become fleshy and snccnlenL and being 
also green and loaf -like they resemble 
true loaves. But they are covered ex- 
ternally with a thick skin, which resists 
evapxiration and keepis tbo moistnre, 
once collected, at tbe plant’t dispx»al 
for an unlimited pieriod. In sborL the 
cactus does as a plant just what a camel

ProL L. n. Bailey, in Bulletin XIX 
of the Now York (Cornell) Experiment 
Station, on the condition of fruit grow- 
ing in Western New Y’ork, gives the 
following of general interest on peaches, 
which he says have suffered from three 
enemioa The chief cause of the loss of 
fruit this year In Western Now York is, 
be says, undoubtedly the curl-leaf, a 
fungous disease (Taphrina deforman*; 
also written Eioatmt deformaru and 
A*comyu» deforman*). Fig. 1 shows a 
diseased loaf. The leaves become 
curled, crumpled and distorted early in 
the season and soon falL Nearly all 
the leaves fell from peach trees last 
spring over a large extent of country. 
This loss of foliage caused the death of 
the young fruits. Tho disease soon 
runs its course and new leaves appear. 
In vigorous orchards it seldom injures 
the trees to any extent Its most seri- 
ous feature is its indirect effect upon 
tho young fruit in cases of bad attacka

CHEAP HURDLES.

Some Practleal Hints oa a Tery Impor- 
tant Subjaot. 

The following extracts from The En- 
gineering and Building Record’s prize 
essay on road-making (by S. C. Thomp- 
son, New York), contain many valu- 
able facts: 

A man can walk up a slope of 100 in 
l‘i0, and a horse or mnle can ascend sn 
incline of 100 in 175, and it has been 
found by experiment that a horse pull- 
ing bis maximum load on a level can 
pull but four-fifths as much if the slope 
is made 1 in 50, and thla gradually 
lessens until with a slope of 1 in 10 he 
can draw but one-fourth as much as his 
level load. The maximum grade es- 
tablished by tho French Government 
board of engineers is 1 in SO. The Holy- 
head road in Wales uses 1 in 80 as a 
maximum, except In two cases. The 
road over tho Simplon Pass averages 
1:32 on Italian side, and 1 to 17 on Swiss 
side, with one case of 1 to IS, and in this 
State several turnpike roads are limited 
by law to 1 In IL In laying out a road, 
with regard to grades, have a continu- 
ous Inclination in one direction and do 
not allow any counter grados, for, in as- 
cending, each foot descended on a coun- 
tcr'grado means just so much more rise 
to bo overcome. 

Whore the road way is too wide it usual- 
ly results in no part being kept in good 
repair, while if it was narrowed the 
whole could Iks kept in first-class condi- 
tion at loss expense, and a woll-kcpt 
road of even twenty feet width is far 
preferable to a road but half maintained 
of double the width. In laying cut it 
may be advisable to take a strip con- 
siderably wider than tho Intended road- 
bed. so as to provide for )>ossiblo con- 
tingencies in tho future when tho land 
becomes more valuable. Lay out suf^- 
clently wide, but build only so much as 
can be kept in thorough repair. Tho 
essential requirements of a good road- 
bed are that it shall be practically un- 
yielding-smooth on the surface, and 
Impervious to water — and without these 
re<|uireracnts there can be but little 
durability. 

For surface draining, ditches should 
be provided along each side of tho road 
having sufficient fall to promptly carry 
away any water that roachas thorn. 
Where it becomes necess.iry tocarry tho 
water across tho roadway, culverts 
should bo provided. All drains should 
have a continuous fall throughout their 
entire length, and tho size will depend 
upon tho inclination and tho amount of 
water they arc expected to carry. In 
portions of tho country whore gravel is 
easily obtained a very satisfactory road 
can bo made by making the surface for 
a greater or less depth of gravel. 

I’roparo tho foundation so as to allow 
for prompt drainage, and shape as the 
finished road is Intended to be; make 
tho side of the road planes, and not 
curves, and then roll thoroughly to got 
a solid foundation. Put on a layer of 
gravel from six inches to eight inches 
in thickness, sprinkle thoroughly and 
roll until very compact and firm. Next 
spread another la 3 'cr from four to six 
inches of gravel, and sprinkle and roll 
until the desired hardness and smooth- 
ness are obtained. If tho gravel has no 
binding material in it, a sufficient 
amount may be incorporated In the last 
la^-er to cause it to take a good bond. 

Where it is possible to got blue gravel 
or hard pan and clean bank gravel, tho 
two ran be so mixed as |o give a surface 
almost like concrete in harness. When 
tho two are used together a two-borso 
grooved roller for tho first layer will be 
found very efioctive, and the material 
should be quite wet while rolling. The 
surface c-n then bo finished with a 
steam roller, or with a smooth roller 
sufficiently loaded to give tho requisite 
weight. In completing the surface of a 
gravel or other road, where rolling is 
required, tho weight of tho roller should 
bo as mu h per inch as the weight per 
inch on the tiro of the heaviest vehicle 
likely to pass over it. For. ordinary 
traffic a very durable and economical 
surface can be thus produced. 

To Meavure the Tolame of Water. 

The strict meaning of an inch of 
water is a statutory inch, that is a vol- 
ume of wator which will fiow in ono 
second through an inch square orifico 
under a fivo-inch pressure. For irriga- 
tion it appears to bo the volumo of 
water which will fiow through an Inch 
square opening through the season and 
is considered in Colorado sufficient to 
Irrigate one acre, but is inaccurate. A 
foot of water is that volume which will 
flow during the irrigating season 
through an orijjce one foot square.

The usual mothod 
of gauging tho vol-

tho Weir method. Place a board at 
right angles across the stream with a 
rectangular orifice cut in the top of it 
as shown in the illustration. Tho total 
quantity of water in the stream is com- 
pelled to pass through this opening. 
Tho two factors upon which the esti- 
mate is made are the width and depth 
of water passing over tho gauge. —

A Canadian Farmer ^ ho Sacceatfally 
Cses 

A very successful feeder in Canada 
uses the following mothod In raising 
calves on skim-milk. 

“The calves are fed by hand all the 
new milk they will take three times a 
day until about a week old. Then sklm- 
mllk Is added, only a little at first, but 
tho quantity of skim-milk la so In- 
crease and that of tho now milk so re- 
duced that in two weeks from the 
commencement of this change skim- 
milk only will be fed. Tho skim-milk 
Is fed only when it is sweet, as when 
sour it produces scours and Injures di- 
gestion in other ways. The skim-milk 
is fed at the temperature of milk just 
taken from tbe cow. In beating It a 
portion of tho milk is put on tho stove 
in a pan or pail, and heated gradually 
till quite warm. It is then poured Into 
tho portions respectively set apart for 
each calf. The calves got tho milk 
three times a day for, say a month, 
from tbe beginning of the change to 
sklm-milk, but a less quantity i.s given 
at noon, and if fod regularly they may 
get all the skim-milk they will take 
without injury to them. 

When tho change is being made from 
new milk to skim-milk llax seed is 
added to tho milk. It is prepared as 
follows: For two calves take half a toa- 
oupful of flax at night, pour on two 
quarts of boiling water, allowing it to 
steep till morning. It is then warmed 
and added to the milk; the quantity of 
the flax may be gradually but slowly in- 
creased until throe-fourths of a teacup- 
ful of flax seed, steeped in a proportion- 
ate Increase of hot water, is given to 
each animah The flax for tho night 
meal is put to stoop In tho same way in 
the morning. Milk Is fed until the 
calves are seven or eight months old. 
They should hare access to all tbe clean 
water they will drink at all times. 

They get all tho meal they , will eat up 
clean twice a day. The mixture con- 
sists of one-fourth ground peas, one- 
fourth ground oats, and ono-half wheat 
bran; this Is mixed with good bay run 
through a cutting-box. Tbe proportion 
of tbe bay to the meal Is increased as 
tho calves got oldDr.^Whero meal of this 
kind Is not to be had, boys, give your 
calvos oats, which you may feed whole, 
and you need not mix them with cut 
bay. When autumn comes, oat sheaves 
are sometimes cut In tbe chaffer and 
the meal mixture added, but not so 
much of it In quantity as when tho cut 
oat sheaves are not fed. They get what 
long hay tboy cat up clean In winter, and 
green foodof almost any kind in summer. 
They arc kept in loose box stalls in tho 
stable all through the first summer, 
which are kept dark In tho season of 
files. They may got a good supply of 
sliced roots In tho season for these. —

protection to peach g^rowers, and no ef- 
fort should bo spared to apply it. Yel- 
lows may bo termed a constitutional 
disease. It progresses somewhat slow- 
ly in tbe infected tree, and for that rea- 
son it is usually neglected. 

It docs not, of course, cause tho fall- 
ing or the blasting of tho flowers or tbe 
fruit, but as it is becoming a serious 
menace to poach culture in Western 
New York, it may be considered here. 

A complete diagnosis is not necessary. 
Tho disease is readily distingulsho<i by 
premature fruit, which boars definite 
reddish spots that extend into the flesh 
and usually reach tho pit. If the tree 
Is not in bearing the first symptom will 
bo tho appearing of thin, yellowish and 
small-leaved short shoots on tbe liody 
and larger branches. At first these 
shoots may appear singly; one is shown 
natural size in Fig. 3. Soon, however, 
tboso “willow shoots,” as they are 
called In Western New York, appear 
in bunches, and each one has a ten- 
dency to branch the first year. F;g. 8 
shows one of these clumps which 
pushed out on a limb an inch in diam- 
eter. Upon trees in regular bearing 
those shoots are the second symptoms 
of yellows. A yellows tree soon be- 
comes weak and yellowish throughout, 
the leaves are small, and in about three 
years it dies. Yellows must not be 
confounded with yellowness. Tho 
former is a specific disease; the latter 
is caused by any thing which Icwers 
tbe vitality of the tree.— Orange Judd 
Farmer.

There is nothing gained in selecting 
large trees for transplanting. Young, 
thrifty trees are easier to transplant, 
will make a better start to grow, and in 
tbe end make a better tree. Many pur- 
chasing trees for an orchard make tho 
mistake of selecting tnree-year-old 
trees, under tho impression that they 
will come into bearing that much sooner. 
With the same idea in mind, tboy fail 
to cut back tbe tops in proportion to 
tbe roots, and tbe consequence that 
tho tree is slow in making a start to 
grow and loses in this way fully as 
much, if not more time, than a younger 
tree. 

It is very important in selecting trees, 
to get those that are vigorou:! and 
healthy. With the majority of varieties 
of fruits, two-year-old trees will give 
more satisfactory results than older 
ones. 

Cut back the top in proportion to tbe 
roots; in many cases it will pay to cut 
off the whole top, leaving the straight 
stem; then as the branches start out 
select those that are tbe most deiiirable 
and mb or cut off all others. A bettor 
shaped and a more vigorous tree 'Xtn be 
procured in this way. Such tress cost 
less in tho end, are more certain to 
grow, and are more desirable in many 
ways than larger, older trees. 

A good plan In many localitine is to 
purchase what trees are wanted In tho 
fall, and heel them in carefully, thea 
set them out where they are to |tow as 
early in the spring as tbe condition ot 
the soil will admit. This avolls to a' 
considerable extent the risk of fall set- * 
ting, and if put out early lessens very 
materially the risk of spring planting. 
— Farm. Field and Stockman.

HORTICULTURAL NOTES. 

The Massachusetts Ploughman says: 
“Grass Is about the last of all crops 
suitable for a fruit orchard. The count- 
less millions of grass roots leave little 
moisture for tho trees in a dry season, 
and usually they need all they can get. 
But the idea that grass is suitable for 
an orchard is bard to kill — harder, in- 
deed, than the trees are.” 

Hobseradisb in “tbe good old times” 
has been known to yield from three to 
six tons per acre, and sell at from $100 
to $200 per ton, says tbe Michigan 
Farmer. It Ls not likely these profits 
could be realized nowadays. A Connec- 
ticut man grew four tons to the acre, 
grated It, put it on tho market and sold 
it for twelve cents per pound. 

Plants like tho aster, verbena, phlox 
and pansy are benefited by transplant- 
ing once or twice, says Good Housekeep- 
ing. It makes good stocky plants of 
them, while poppies, candytuft, mignon- 
ette are tap-rooted and the seeds should 
bo planted in tbe beds whore they are to 
grow. Tap-rooted means that tboy have 
one long root and but few short roots 
while an aster, or pansy, bos many short 
roots near tho surface which bold the 
earth when they are taken up. After 
the ground gets warm and the cold 
weather Is really gone, the seedlings 
can bo set out in the beds. Choose a 
clondy day, or after tho sun goes down, 
for this work. Asters and verbenas 
should he set ono foot aparL and they 
want plenty of room. After settingout, 
water and shade when tho sun Is out for 
throe or four days, uncovering at night 
If you wish annuals to bloom well pick 
off all faded fiewers, and do not let them 
go to seed. As soon as tboy do this their

The cactuses are very peculiar plants 
— as peculiar structurally as they are 
bizarre and grotesque in outer appear- 
ance. They have spared no pains and 
shrunk from no sacrifice in accommodat- 
ing themselves to their niche in nature. 
In tbe first place tboy have no true 
leaves. What looks like leaves in cer- 
tain jointed cactusosaro really flattened 
and extended stems. If this seems at 
firstbearing a bard saying the analogy of 
the common stonccrops, where stem 
and leaf are hardly distinguishable, 
will help to make it a little loss incred- 
ible. In other ways, too, the stonoorops 
(or sec urns as the gardeners call them) 
throw much light upon tbe nature of 
the cactuses. 

All these rock-haunted or desert 
plants naturally get very little water 
except at long intervals after occasion- 
al showers. Uonce only those can sur- 
vive which form themselves, as it were. 
Into living reservoirs to retain all the 
moisture they once absorb. As soon as 
tbe rain falls in the arid haunts the 
roots and rootlets eagerly drink it up in 
a great hurry and store it away In the 
soft and spongy cellular tissue of which 
the main part of the plant is wholly 
formed. For this purpose, both in 
stonecrops and cactuses, the stems have 
become fleshy and succulent, and being 
also green and loaf-like they resemble 
true leaves. But they are covered ox- 
tornally with a thick skin, which resists 
evaporation and keeps the moisture, 
once collected, at tbe plani’s disposal 
for an unlimited period. In short, the 
cactus does as a plant just what a camel 
does as an an.maL — North American
